1. The Amendment filed by Applicant on 07/02/2009 has been 
entered. 

2. Claim 3, 8, 10, 12 and 15 has been canceled. 

3. New claim 18 has been added. 

4 . There is no record of an IDS filed on 01/30/2009. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

5. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 03/12/02 have 
been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

6. The rejection of claims 1-17 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Nishiguchi et al . , JP 2003082172 

(hereinafter "Nishiguchi" in view of Rodway et al, WO 02/073631 

(hereinafter "Rodway") is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter /Reasons for Allowance 

7. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9, 11, 13-14 and 16-18 are allowed. 
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8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Nishiguchi and Rodway. Nishiguchi teaches a non- 
crosslinked composite comprising polypropylene, metal hydrate, 
hindered phenolic antioxidant and sulfur antioxidant and in the 
quantities prescribed by the present invention. See Nishiguchi, 
Abstract; M [0001-0007] . Rodway teaches in analogous art a 
wire and cable insulation based on polypropylene composition 
comprising mercaptobenzimidazole and zinc oxide. See Rodway, 
Abstract; pages 1 & 2. Nishiguchi and Rodway differ from the 
present invention in that the present requires an imidazole 
based sulfur antioxidant. 

9. As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner 
has not located or identified any reference that can be used 
singularly or in combination with another reference including 
Nishiguchi and Rodway to render the present invention 
anticipated or obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
